London, Dec. 15. — The news of the 
captureof Homy M. Stanley and Emin 
Pasha hy tho Mahdi litis creatod intense 
interest. Respecting tho motion which 
comes ti]i next week, asking the govern- 
ment for further information regarding 
their Soudan policy, Lord Churchill is 
fully prepared for a vigorous attack on tho 
government, and will insist upon. their 
holding Suakin despite the protest, of the 
best authorities on tlie subject, who agree 
that it in a t'fave mistake fur Great Brit 
sin to continue a government there which 
is detestable to the natives. It is sus- 
pected in circles expert in Soudanese mat- 
tors, that the true secret of half tho Sou- 
dan troubles lies in a geographical mis 
take. It is assumed in all British olhcial 
minds that the Soudan belongs geograph- 
ically to Egypt, in spite "i tho fact that 
nature has done all she possibly can do to 
keep the two countries apart. 

WVE UUNKKEU MILES of I'KSKKT 

have been spread out between Egypt and 
the Soudan. Tho Nile, it is true, runs 
through both, but it is made up of almost 
a continuous scries of rapids which place 
a hiirrier between the sphere of influence 
of Cairo mid that ul' Khartoum. "The 
natural outlet of the Soudan," said (lor- 
dou, "is by tlie route from Berber to 
Suakin." That, is to say, tho gate id the 
Soudan opens, not into Egypt, but into 
the Red Sea. The Egyptian governmont, 
tinder constraint of nesessity, has aban- 
doned the Soudan, and thu great holt of 
desert has asserted its influence; but Sua- 
kin, which was protected from Arab as- 
sault by thi s effort of two great expedi- 
tions of English t roops, has not been given 
back to the natives, and the reasons fur 
this are not by any means clear. It has 
boon alleged that

would he an outlet for steamers, but 0110 
or two swift cruisers in the Red Sen 
would stop all thu slave trade without the 
necessity of holding Suakin. Though 
Suukin has been held the slave trade has 
not been stopped. The fact is, that 
Suakin is so situated that it commands 
die passage of the Red Sea, and it. would 
bo an awk ward place for a naval depot and 
coaling station belonging to a power un- 
friendly to (.'real Britain. It is a 
wretched place, ho that no English gov- 
ernment would like to make tiso of it for 
tho purposes of tho British navy. Ac- 
cordingly, the problem has been to retain 
a quasi possession of tlie place without 
creating it a station for British troops, 
which would be more useless than even 
Aden. Therefore, the way out of the 
dilemma has been to give back Suakin 
nominally to tho Egyptian government. 
Now Lord Churchill is supplied with 
indisputable evidence that

and long for pence, they would he de- 
lighted to have the channels of trade re- 
opened, hut do not want Egyptian rule 
reiinposed upon them, as they detest the 
Egyptians. "Throw open tho country 
to trade," Bay the Soudanese, "and we 
will trade with you whenever, and where- 
cvor you like. Then Stanley's and Eiuiii's 
peaceful expedition can come ami go with- 
out fear of organized resistance from any 
of the tribes under the authority of tho 
Mahdi." According to oflicial informa- 
tion, tho Soudanese trade, before the 
troubles began, was worth ton millions a 
year. Lord Churchill will urge that 
the best way of making a fresh start, 
would be to drop the fictitious and un- 
natural connection between tie.- Soudan 
and Egypt. Major Watson,' who was 
governor-general at Suakin in 1S80, and 
Mr. A. B Wyltbs, a Bed Sea merchant, 
have furnished Lord Randolph with facts 
in favor of such policy, claiming that when 
the peaceful and civilizing influence oi 
such trade asserts itself

for her prestige either at Suakin or Khar- 
toum. Thu English friends of Stanley 
at ti rat received the news of his capture 
with incredulity, but have since accepted 
the report as t rue. They had somo mis- 
giving respecting the prospect of Stanley's 
return after relieving Emin Pasha, but 
still believed his proverbial good luck 
would possibly enable him to get through 
the hordes of Arabs between him and 
civilization. Tho Gordon tragedy made 
it impossible for any ministry to with 
stand public resentment resulting from 
another Soudan failure, ami the govern- 
ment is already alarmed at the effect 
which the news of Stanley's capture will 
have upon the t iry constituents, the char- 
acter of which is forshadowed by the 
numerous letters and telegrams denounc- 
ing the African policy the members are 
receiving from their respective electors. 

KINO MILAN 

played a clever stroke when ho proposed 
a revision of the Servian constitution. He 
did it at a moment when public opinion 
was greatly excited by tho divorce ipies- 
tion, and by this, manoeuvre he diverted 
excitement into another channel. Queen 
Natalia was forgotten in the revision, but 
the kins is Htill in a difficult position, and 
unless he conducts himself with great 
skill ho may find himself dethroned any 
moment. JN'o one cares much what, may 
happen to him personally, hut his over- 
throw now might possibly lead to a war 
between Russia and Austria, and those 
wdio desire peace tire forced against their 
will to hope thai lo- will prove stronger 
than his opponents. The situation in 
Servia is just now very critical. The 
radical party, under the leadership of 
M.M. Gruitch and Rostich, are in favor 
of drawing closer to Russia and support 

TUB CAUSE oi' QUKEN NATALIE, 
To win them over, the King has under- 
taken the revision. Many important 
changes will be effected in the constitu- 
tion if the proposed alterations are carried 
out. Individual liberty and freedom oi 
tlie press are to he guaranteed; all reli- 
gious sects are to ho placed on a footing of 
equality, suffrage is to be extended to all 
nion paying 16 francs a year in taxes; all 
classes of the community are to bo made 
eligible fur election as deputies, and only 
one-fourth fif the chamber will consist of 
exoffiaio members, The King, however, 
is still to retain the right of declaring 
war arid proclaiming pence and to have 
tho power of proroguing and summoning 
tho Skuptechina. Compared with the 
constitution as it. now stands, this is a 
very considerable advanoej but tho radi- 
cals are nob satisfied. -Thoy contend that 
the chanibet should meet independently of 



tho royal pleasure, and that the right of 
DECLARING PEACE OR WAR 

Should be vested in the representatives 
of the people. There is not tho loast 
chance, it appears, ot the revision com- 
mittee advising such sudden and revolu- 
tionary changes, but boforu the constitu- 
tion can ho altered, the assent of the 
Skuptschina must bo obtained. The radi- 
cal party are in the majority in tho cham- 
ber and it rests with their leaders to advise 
whether they should acoopt these very 
important amendments or stand out for 
obtaining all they desire. If thoy adopt 
t he latter course, tho only thing left for 
the King to do will bo to dissolve the 
Skuptschina mid retain tho present con- 
stitution. In all probability disturbances 
noukl ' Io n arise throughout the country, 
and it is p ssible that Russia might avail 
herself 01 1I10 opportunity to support bur 
own party in Servia. This might lead to 
complications, tho end of which no one 
can foretell.

Paris, Dec. 15.- In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, tho committee's adverse 
report on tho bill postponing thu payment, 
of tho Panama canal company's liabilities 
was discussed. M. Peytral supported the 
bill, as declared in the interest of 870,000 
subscribers to the company's stock. M. 
Qumel, reporter for the committee, said 
the bill was absolutely useless now, he 
believed that the company's position 
would be infinitely hotter three months 
hence.

83,440,000 had been deposited with the 
Credit Foncier as a guarantee of payment 
of the lottery bonds.

During tho past year 
he has occupied tho honorable position 
of president of the hoard of trade, and 
has been unwearying in his efforts to fur- 
ther the interests of tho city, and in a 
largo measure he has been successful. 
Mr. Ward is specially fitted for tho posi- 
tion, and it is trusted that all parties will 
sec their way clear to permit him to be 
elected without a contest. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 

We are surprised to see that a deputa- 
tion from the Dominion Trades and Labor 
Congress informed tho members of the 
Ontario Government that the labor 
organizations were opposed to tho intro- 
duction of manual training into the public 
schools. It is much to bo feared that this 
opposition to giving tho youth of the 
country a really useful and practical edu- 
cation is caused by an unreasonable fear 
of competition in the labor market. The 
younn men in the labor organizations are 
afraid that if tho boys are taught the use 
of tools when they aro at school there will, 
by and by, be too many mechanics in the 
country. But there is not one of them 
who, if he would give a frank answer to 
a fair question, would not say that he 
would not have been benefitted und his 
progress in his trade would b.'ive been 
greater and more rapid if ho had learned 
to uso his hands while hu attended school, 
and if his eyes had been trained as well as 
bis brains. It, is quite a mistake to sup- 
pose that in a new country there can be 
too many workers. Tho resources of the 
country require for their development 
skilled labor. Boys want to bo taught 
that manual labor is quite as respectable 
as any intellectual or half intellectual 
employment. Tho tendency of education 
now is, and for a long time 
past, has been, to bring hand labor 
into disrepute. The boy who leaves 
school now wants to got some employ- 
ment in which there will be little physical 
exertion required. Ho does not want 
work that will harden his hands ami soil 
bis clothes. The mechanic's son while al 
school learns to despise hi* father's call- 
ing and to be ambitious bo a clerk in a 
counting house or store or to go into one 
of the already overcrowded professions. 
The chances are that ho will struggle on 
for years and not be able to earn a com. 
tollable living, whereas, if ho had a trade 
and was industrious ho would be able to 
make his way in the world independently 
ami respectably, The necessity for man- 
ual education is now recognized by every 
civilized nation in the world. The country 
that does not give a technical education to 
its mechanics and operatives will be sine 
l.i fall behind and will not, after a while, 
be able to find employment for its work 
iugmoii. It was only the other 
day that One of Philadelphia's 

millionaires who had been studying tho 
subject for years announced his intention 
of giving live millions of dollars to found 
a great technical school. This school is 
intended to give to boys the practical 
training both in tho handicraft and in the 
knowledge of their trades which, owing to 
tho abandonment of the apprentice sys- 
tem, thej can no longer gain in tho work- 
shop. It does look singular to see the 
very class for whose benefit technical 
schools are intended objecting to their 
establishment. It is not ho with any 
other occupation; clergymen, lawyers, 
doctors and engineers, are always ready 
to encourage the establishment of colleges 
intended to educate men for their vari- 
ous professions, but as soon as there iB 
talk of founding workingmen'a colleges, 
workingmen aro tho first to raise objec- 
tions. This i« greatly lo bo deplored.

INFLUENCE OF CHRISTIAN 
PRINCIPLES. 



An articlei in the Toronto Globe on 
church-going and kindred topics contains 
the following passage: "Toronto, for in- 
stance, gots credit for being as church- 
going and church-supporting a city as can 
bo found on tho continent Yet no ono 
can seriously question that a considerable 
proportion of its inhabitants aro neither 
connected with any church nor much in- 
fluenced l»j Christian praiciplw." The 
words wo have underlined wore, wo think, 
written without sufficient reflection. It 
is impossible to say how much any person 
in a Christian community and of Chris- 
tian parentage is influenced by Christian 
principles. Those principles have become 
part of his moral and intellectual buing. 
Ho iB influenced by thorn to a greater or 
less extent whether he knows it or not or 
whether he likes it or not, in almost every 
thought ami act. It is interesting to see 
how much men and women who are open 
unbelievers and who are, perhaps, proud 
of their unbelief, are in their conduct and 
conversation influenced by the teachings 
of the religion they repudiate. In spite 
of themselves tboy judge their own and 
their neighbor's acts by the Christian 
standard. What Christianity declares to 
bo right and pure and of good 
report tboy advise and commend, and 
what the teachings of Christ condemn as 
wicked and unlovely tboy denounce ; and 
if tboy are moral according to their own 
standard of morality, they discountenance 
and avoid. The consciences of men and 
women brought up amid Christian sur- 
roundings and under Christian influences, 
no matter what creed they profess Ol 
what system they have embraced, are 
Christian. Wo do not say that all unbe- 
lievers are good people. Far from it, 
Neither do nil who profess and call them- 
selves Christian according to the principles 
of their religion. There are, as every one 
knows, great sinners among those whose 
religious creed is strictly orthodox. Men 
aro so weak thai there are but few who 
live up to their ideal of goodness. Bui 
this is tho case with both the faithful and 
the infidel. What wo mean is that men 
cannot throw oil" their principles as easily 
as their garments. Tho agnostics and 
infidels of Toronto aro not more prone to 
steal and lie and murder and generally 
to do evil to their neighbors than 
other members of the community in tho 
same walk of life and brought up in the 
same way. These people profess to ad- 
mire, and do admire, self-sacrifice, kind- 
ness, humanity, truthfulness and charity 
in all its forms, as warmly and as sincere- 
ly as do their Christian neighbors. Indeed, 
we have no doubt but some of them will 
tell those who take them to task for their 
want of faith and their neglect of the 
means of grace that they live as good 
lives as the best Christians. l!ut where 
do they get their notions of what consti- 
tutes good living I They may deny it 
emphatically, or they may reluctantly 
confess it, but they get their moral prin- 
ciples from the Bible which they despise 
and whose authority they have abjured. 
The faith and the convictions of their 
forefathers are working in thorn, despite 
the intellectual conclusions at which they 
have arrived. The morality of Christian 
ity recommends itself to the reason and 
the conscience of mankind. The good 
and the bad, the believer and the unbe- 
liever, all pay it the tribute of admira- 
tion. And although there are very few 
indeed in Christian countries who fully 
carry out its principles in their lives, t here 
are none so wicked as not to be, to some 
extent, influenced by those principles. 



THE QUEBEC INSANE. 

The commission appointed to examine 
into the condition of the Quebec Lunatic 
Asylums has reported unfavorably of the 
condition of the inmates and of the treat- 
ment which they receive. These asylums 
are not public institutions. They belong 
to private individuals and the lunatics are 
maintained in them at. so much a head. 
By far the greater number of the insane 
of tho province are supported out of [ho 
public funds. The proprietors board, 
clothe, and supply with medical attend- 
ance each of the patients for a certain sum 
annually. Under this farming out sys- 
tem it can be seen that very much depends 
upon the honesty and humanity of tho 
proprietors. The temptation to make the 
m ist out, of Lhe unfortunate creatures is 
t ,o strong for human nature as it is con- 
stituted to resist. It might bo expected 
that the Commissioners, if they were ca- 
pable and vigilant., would see much to de- 
plore and censure in lunatic asylums man- 
aged ill this way. And CO they did. 
There are two large lunatic asylums they 
are not hospitals in the province, one at 
Beauport and the other at Longue 
Pointe, near Montreal. In the 
Beauport institution there are 80.'1 
lunatics, and in Longue Pointe 1,184. 
The Beauport proprietors get from tho 
provincial treasury SKi- for each charily 
patient, and those of Longue Pointe 
Tho contracts with the two proprietors 
do not bind thorn to any specific mode of 
medical treatment. There is no classifi- 
cation of patients. Persona in all stages 
of mental disease are huddled together, 
restraints are used, very few of the pati 
ents are provided with employment, in 
short, the treatment in the best of the 
two institutions iB very far from meeting 
the requirements of the time. At Longue 
Pointe, which is in charge of the nuns of 
Providence, the food supplied to the pn 
tients was clean and wholesome, and the 
building was kept as clean and well-ven- 
tilated as its crowded statu admit ted, but 
iu Beauport complaint is made both of the 
quality of the food and the manner in 
which it is served. Considering the abuses 
to which the system is open, it is surpris- 
ing that tho lunatics of Quebec are as well 
treated as they are. Hut when lhe most 
favorable view is taken of thoin, it must 
be admitted that, thu lunatic asylums of 
tho province aro very far from being what 
such institutions in these days ought to 
be. It is to bo hoped that tho Report, of 
tho Commissioners will have the eflbol of 
bringing about tho reform iu the treat- 
ment of tho insane in Quebec which is so 
urgently needed.

A SINGULAR PREJUDICE. 



Tho prejudice entertained by the French 
Canadians against free masons is veiy diffi- 
cult to understand. Thu surest way lo 
kill the prospects of a- candidate for tho 
suffrages of tho people in tho Province of 
Quebec is to fasten on him tho odium of 
freemasonry. Let the habitants once be- 
lieve that tho candidate belongs to tho 
order of Free and Accepted Masons, and 
tboy refuse to vote for him no matter 
how much they may like tho man or how 
well they approve of his political prin- 
ciples. A libel suit, now in progress, 
growing out of an election contest, makes 
this feeling auicng tho French very con- 
Bpicuous. Mr. John P. Noyes, Q.U., of 
ShefVord, was a candidate for a seat in the 
local legislature. Le Monde denounced 
him as a Freemason and an Orangeman, 
and raised such a prejudice against him 
that ho was obliged to retiie from the 
field. Mr. Noyes is a Freemason, but ho 
is not an Orangeman. But his denial of 
being connected with the Orange Order 
was not sufficient to induce the electors of 
his own party to vote for him. His be- 
ing a Freemason was sufficient to con- 
demn him as a dangerous character, 
and as unfit to be trustod with 
tho representation of the. county. Eng- 
lish-speaking inhabitants of Canada won- 
der at this prejudice, for those of thoni 
who are not Masons know that some of 
tho best men in tho country, men who are 
good citizens from every point, of view, 
belong to the order. Freemasons from 
other provinces find it still more difticult 
to account for this deep dislike to Free- 
masonry, for they know thai their order 
is not in any sense dangerous to society, 
and that if a man is a good M.isnn he must 
be a good citizen If Mr. Noyes was a 
Catholic it might be said that the objee 
tion to him was thai, he was a disobedient 
son of the Church, as Freemasonry is 
under its ban because it is a secret society. 
Bui Mr. Noyes is a Protestant and conse- 
quently not objectionable on thai score.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Mayor Grant, in a couple of letters to 
last night's Times, gives publicity to his 
belief that covert insinuations against him 
were to be extracted from an article iu 
Saturday's Colonist, headed "Choose 
Good Men." The writer did not have 
Mr. Grant ill mind when he penned the 
article, but it must, be confessed that 
there is reason why his worship should 
feel nervous when good men are asked 
for. When we refer to Mayor Grant's 
conduct in the civic chair, and out of it, 
he can rest assured that both he and thu 
public will experience no dillictllty | 
distinguishing who is meant. 

TORONTO is a large city and its inhabi- 
tants, as a whole, are believed lo possess 
more than ordinary intelligence. Yet 
Toronto has suffered much from having 
men elected as aldermen who were not hi 
for tho position. The Mail, in an article 
on the coming municipal elections, warns 
the ratepayers against electing unlit men, 
and exhorts them to choose capable candi- 
dates in the following terms: "An attempt 
should be made this term to till lhe alder 
manic chairs with men of lirst-class busi- 
ness ability, men who will help to destroy 
the heeler influence and to bring the 
entire civic service into something like 
order. Some of the men who could do the 
most good at, the Council board are reluc- 
tant to run owing to the loss of time 
which the contest, and the work which 
succeeds it, involves. Bui they should 
sacrifice themselves for once. The city 
needs their assistance, and lhe best, men 
in the City Council are anxious to have 
them as colleagues." This is good advice 
for the Toronto citizens, and it applies 
admirably to tho citizens of Victoria, h 
is lo be hoped that ii will be followed 111 
both cities.
